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ANOTHER FIGHT. 

A. Capetown dispatch of April 8 says, in a 
fight between Col. Wood’s command and the 
Zulus, on the 28th of March, the retreat of the 
Zulus was cut off, and hand-to-hand fight en- 
sued.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
GETTING OUT OF ow. 
By Cable to New rork Herald. 

Lonpon, April 22.—The British garrison at 
Ekowe has been relieved by the column under 
Lord Cheimsfora,which set out from the Tugela 
on the 28th of March. Col. Pearson’s troops 
have all been withdrawn to the Natal 
frontier. An official dispatek to the 
British War Office announces that Ekowe has 
been definitely abandoned. Lord Cnelmsford’s 
success on this occssion was only accomplished 
after a severe figut with the Zulu Chief Dabul- 
manyi, who led the attack at Isandula. This 
battle occurred five days’ march from 
the frontier, according to the Times 
correspondent, and six days’ according 
to other advices. However the dates disagree, 
it seems clear that the Zulus were the attacking 
party. The assault, during the dark hours of 
the morning, was made with all the dash which 
has characterized the battles of this tribe since 
the days of Chaka. lu this, the first unequive- 
cal victory for the British arms in South Africa, 

LORD CHELMSFORD 

has gone a.long way toward reinstating himself 
iu the affections of the English peopie. Ihe re- 
lief of-the heroes at Ekowe will be likened in 


history to Gen. Havelock’s march to Lucknow. 


Col. Pea rson crossed the Tugela River in the 
second week of January, and reached Ekowe 
about the end of that month. After the dis- 
aster of Isandula, Col. Pearson in- 
trenched himself strongly, and was ena- 
bled to keep at bay for a long 
time a Zulu force estimated at 
that time at 10,000 warriors. The last letters 
received from him were dated Feb. 18, when he 
informed Lord Chelmsford that the garrison 
was in good health and spirits, and that he bad 
ample food for six weeks. His position has 
been since then 

A VERY CRITICAL ONE. 

Tempted by large rewards, several native run- 
ners had been induced to start from Fort Tene- 
dos with dispatches for the Colonel, but their 
efforts to get through the lines of the vesieging 
force proved fruitless.

THE GINGLE-LOVA BATTLE. 

Lowvon, April 22.—A dispatch from Gingle- 
Lova, South Africa, April 7, says: ‘The relief 
column, on reaching here on the Ist inst., was 
informed of the advance of great masses of the 
enemy. Troops at once formed larger and 
strengthened their intrenchment. At 4 in the 
morning the Zulus appeared skirmishing on the 
right and in front of the rifles and naval 
brigade on the northeast. We first engaged a 
large force, which appeared on the surrounding 
heights. The Zulus fought bravely, advancing 
within thirty yards of our intrenchments. The 
attack lasted nearly an bour, when the Zulus 
retreated precipitately, followed by the mounted 
infantry and native cuntingent.

The rest of the column re- 
mained to guard the The mounted 
natives and volunteers led the way. No Zulus 
were seen. After a successful march of fifteen 
miles, Col. Pearson, with a few companies of 
the Ninety-ointh and the seamen of tne Active, 
was met at 9o’clock. The force left Ekowe at 
9:30. The garrison had plenty of food. ‘There 
were 100 sick and thirty dead. Lieut. Evelyn, 
of the Buffs, and Lieut. Davidson, of the Nine- 


| ty-ninth, were dead from fever. The camp was 


very strong. 

April 4 Col. Pearson marched for Tuggla, 
and April 5 Lord Chelmsford started for Gingle-

THK KENOSHA SENSATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tuna 

Kenosna, Wis., April 22.— The case of the 
State ve. Myra Kuaop, charged with the shoot- 
ing of Mr. Edward Bain, a wealthy citizen of 
this place, ou the 10th of last December, was 
taken up this afternoon, and a jury impaneled 
iu a short time. The defendant’s counsel luter- 
posed a special plea of insavity, and that issue 
is the one on which she fs being tried. The same 
jury will pass upon the question of the guilt or 
innocence of the accused as zoon as a verdict is 
rendered on this branch. The defense have 
thus the affirmative, and called as their first 
witnesses the defendant, who testified that she 
came to Kenosha thirteen years ago; then went 
to Cedar Falis, la., and returned here, making 
this her home, with the exception of occasional 
visits to the country. 

Here the prosecution raised a question, not 
caring to go into ber history, but desiring the 
testimony to be brought down tu the time this 
affair happened, and relating to this issue, 
which the Court sustained, 

She became acquainted with Bain about seven 
years ago, which acquaintance continued to the 
present time. On the 9th of December she met 
Mr. Bain, and told him she had moved, letting 
him know where to bring the monthly payment 
ef $50 due her on the 15th of that month, when 
he told ber he would give her but another $50, 
and not acent more. She pleaded the disgrace 
he had brought upon her, and that she was un- 
able to procure work, but he remained firm to 
his declaration. «They then parted, but she, be- 
ing distracted, and knowing that she bad no 
other support in any other way, procured 
five cents’ worth of strychnine at Starkweather’s 
drug-store, for the purpose of committing 
suicide. In the evening she met, Bain, who said, 


“G—d d—na yun, I won't give you another 
cent,” and then the shooting took place. The 


witness stated that the state of her mind was 
such that she could not explain, but that the 
abuse she bad suffered at the bands of Bain 
had so preyed upon her mind that she did what 
she did. 

The cross-examination was waived. 

J. V. Quarles and James Cavanaugh were 
then sworn. Both testified that they had no 
definite ideaas to her insanity, only that she 
was very much excited. 

it will be recollected that Mrs. Knapp, as 
soon as the shooting took place, ran ipte Mr. 
Quarles’ office with the revolver still in her 
hand, and was then seen by both gentlemen as 
above. 

Charlies Knapp, son of the defendant, was 
next sworn, who stated that His mother felt bad 
the day of the shooting, and was erying and 
looking on the floor, and could not answer all of 
his questions. 

Dr. Saunders testified to emotional insanity 
being caused bya variety of circumstances, 
amongst them that of depression. 

Mrs. Knapp, recalled, said she was not 
angry or mad at Bain the nignt she last saw 
him; she always thought a great deal of him. 

On cross-examipation, she testified to her hav- 
ing bought 50 cents’ worth of brandy on the 
afternoon of the day in question. The defense 
then rested. 

The prosecution then called Mr. Hollister, who 
is a clerk in Starkweather’s drug-store, and sold 
Mrs. Knapp the strychnine, but there was 
nothing in ber manner that he thought was 
unnatural. 2 

Mr. Louis Bain was then shown a revolver 
and asked if the defendant had bought it of 
bim in September, but the question was ruled 
out. 

The Court then adjourned till 9 a, m. Wednes-

CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS,

Boston, April 22.—The collision on the Oid 
Colony Railroad last October is again brought be- 
fore the public by the trial of Hart well, conductor 
of the freight-train, for manslaughter in killing 
Reagan, the oarsman.

Ha given it 
once, the Society could discover ir weak 
points and remedy them, and this was done last 
evening. Though the sopranos and altos were 
less effective thaa they were & vear ago, the gen- 
eral character of the performance was an im- 
provement in the attack. expression, and pre- 
cision, This was specially noticeable on the 
tenor side, which hitherto has been the weakest. 
We need not go into details as to the character 
of the com position, as that would involve repe- 
tition. Without being @ great or particularly 
strong work, it is peculiarly interesting, and 
without being * I or character- 
istic, t is never dull. The solo work im the 
main was bine, © good. Mrs. Hall and 
Dr. Martin ad small 
they were sung with care and. good 
taste. Mr. Gill sang, as he always does. with 
spirit, appreciation of hig music, and good ideas. 
Miss Dutton developed a goad quality of voice, 
but her faulty method of singing, and ber fre- 
quent tendency to sing false, marred the effects 
which one should make with so good a voice 
and with such decided natural ability. The 
Hiller music and the Elegy ” were excellently 
sung, and the Society may score a very credit- 
able success.

THE LETTERS AGAIN. 

Mrs. Young vacates the witness-chair. 

“It don’t make any difference,” says Storrs, 
returning to the subject of the introduction of 
the correspondence, at what stage these let- 
ters are offered. I now offer the solid letters.“ 

The Court looks at the whole four. 

I shall not absolutely decide. now,“ comes 
from his Honor, ‘after a few minutes’ pause, 
but I want to make a few suggestion, The 
letter of Aug. 6 1 do not think is competent 
evidence. As to the letter of Dee. 30, 1877, 1 
take the same view. As to that of May 9, 1877, 
and Nov. 5, 1876, there are parts of the letters 
that are clearly competent.“ 

„How shall we separate the portians of the 
letters!“ asks Trude. 

„Oh, I shall have to do that, I suppose,” re- 
joins the Court. 

Storrs commences to: argug as to the rele- 
vancy of the letters of Aug. d Dec. 80, and 
contends that all of them tend to show thatthe 
relations between Mrs. Young and Stevens are 
imcensistent with the story she bas related, 
and, under the rule Jaid down in the authori- 
ties, the whole.of the lettera should go to the 
jury, they to discriminate between that which 
tends to show :neonsistency with her testimony 
in chief and the statements in her letters, uo- 
der the instructions of ‘the Court. 

The Court looks the letters over again, and 
says he shallexclude those of Aug. 6 and Dec. 
BO, but as. to the otbers they contain portions 
that are competent beyond ail controversy. 

Weber contends that parties cannot, under 
pretext of cross-examination, bring anything 
before the jurv which otherwise would not be 
admissible. 

The Court, however, adheres to his formerly- 
expressed ruling, and says he will try to sep- 
arate the irrelevant from the relevant parts of 
the two letters as weil as he can. 

Some talk follows as to whether the epistles 
shail be introduced at. this stage, which’ the 
Court desires done, but he finally yields to Mr. 
Storrs, who wishes to w'thhold them until be 
comes to the surrebuttal. 


KITTY LEONARD. 

Weber then desires to dispose of the matter 
of the Coroner’s minutes regarding Miss Leon- 
ard’s testimony. 

A dispute follows, but it ends in the calling 
of C. C. P. Holden, who was foreman of the 
jurv.

MILLS PUTS A CASE. 

Dr. Henry M. Lyman, the first expert, testi- 
fies as follows: I have practiced between 
eighteen and nineteen years—at Bellevue Hos- 
pital, in the army, and in this city; am Profess- 
or of Physiology and Diseases of the Brain in 
Rush Medical College, and have had considera- 
ble acquaintance with insanity in its Various 
forms. }

A young man 23 years of age, in good physical 
and mental health, forms the n "Of a 
young girl between 13 and 14 years of age. and 
marries her. Within a few months of the date of 
the marriage he manifests suspicions of his wife's 
fidelity. From that time on he contiues suspicions, 
and at various times abuses her. He discovers 
certain letters written to his wife by young men 
indicating areal or pretende@ fondness for her. 
Afterwards, during several months, the abuse re- 
ferred to is continued. On one occasion, his abuse is 
followed by her screaming and sobbing. At a late 
hour of the night be tur er out of his room, locks 
the door, and leaves her until early morning sobbing 
aud crying. On another occasion he drags her from 
his room, pup her in a cioset, jocks her therein. 
and there she remains crying and sobbing all 
night. On spother occasion he drags her off the 
steps of a house, forces her into a building where 
be lives, and locks her ina room with himself, 
Violently upbraids her; she cries and screams. 
Ou another occasion he pulls her hair, drags her 
by the hair, strikes her, and otherwise physically 
maltreats her. These abuses are found ina pe- 
riod of not more than two and a half yeare. The 
men himself on a certain occasion, in the City of 
Cincinnati, borrows 50 cents for the purpose of 
taking a young woman toa certain part of Race 
street in that city, notorious for aseignation- 
houses and places of that character. In the week 
preceding the 30th of June, 1878, this man, ac- 
tuaily or otherwise convinced of his wife's infi- 
delity, calls on one of the young men whom he 
suspects. On the day of his calling he meets 
a friend at the dinner-table in a restaurant, 
appears somewhat excited, tronbled, and depressed, 
and asks his friend to accompany him to the office 
ofthe young man suspected. The husband, how- 
ever, goes alone, sees the young man, talks with 


him coolly. manifests no undue excitement, and 


finally leaves, cool, not excited, and satisfied. 
During the same week he calls on another young 
man whom he euspects, indicates to him much ex- 
citement, and tareatens against him personal vio- 
lence. On the night of that or the following day 
the husband visits the house of the last-mentioned 
young man, and is much excited. During the con- 
versation an old lady appears, and at once the hus- 
band’s.excitement is controlled. and bis loud talk 
stopped, on account of the respect he has for old 
age. Within a short period of time before June 30, 
1878, the husband calls upon several of the young 
men suspectéd, and, with the exception of the 
occurrence [ast mentioned, no interview is 
characterized by undue excitement. On the 
29th day of June, the husband meets his 
wife, and au understanding and reconciliation 
follow. On thé evhning of June 30, at about half- 

t 5 o'clock, the husband meets a young man who 
5 old friend, talks with him calmly and coolly, 
says that bis family are well, or are doing well, and 
that he himself is well, and, on the appearance of 
two young ladies passing, remarks to his friend: 
„My God, or My golly, them’s fine,” and ap- 
pears perfectly free from all excitement. 

Between 6 or 7 o'clock, or thereabouts, the hus- 
band meets a young man whom he had engaged to 
investigate the subject of hie wife’s infidelity, and 
Jearns from him what he considers to be a confirma- 
tion of his former suspictons. 

The husband returns to the neighborhood of his 
wife's residence, and in a short time sees his wife 
and follows ber part of the way toa certain park, 
loses sight of ber, but finally sees her in the park. 
She is sitting on a bench, in a ptfolic place, by the 
side of a young man. He enters the park, and, 
while making’ his way stealthily in a s‘ooping 
posture towards the denen on which his wife aud 
the young man were sitting, he says to a young 
woman, ** Therethey are, Il fix them both!” 

Without being seen by his wife, or the young 
man, he makes his way to the rear of the bench 
and there conceals himself and listens to what is 
said® He remains there for nearly half an hour 
listening. On being discovered by the young man 
sitting with his wife, he announces himself as the 
husband and assauits the young man. The wife 
hurries from the park, and shortly thereafter the 
husband follows, and again assaults the young 
man, who goes away. 

The wife then; in company of two young women, 
proceeds toward the home of the wife. The 
three young women. including the wife, on the 
evening referred to, reached the neighborbood of 
her mother’s house, to which place they are fol- 
lowed by the husband and are there confronted b 
him. He says to his wife, Can I speak to you! 
or Enn I see you to-night?” and she answers, 

Not to-night.”” The busband bas in his right 
hip-pocket a revolver and banakerchief. He takes 
from his pocket, with hie right band, bis handker- 
chief, and puts it into his left hand, and then, 
with his right hand; takes his revolver from his 
ket, 

Ihe wife inquires, ‘* Are 7 — goine to shoot 
me! He answers Les, and fires. She falis to 
the ground. He steps away a few feet, returns, 
and fires against her the second shot. He flees, 
and police officers in a few minutes pursue him 
and capture him. 

When asked by one of the officers ‘* What is the 
trouble?” he gays. I have had a little trouble“; 
then says, ** I have shot a woman; and shortly 
arterwards says, I have shot my wife. At the 
station-house be says, 1 have nothing more to 
say until | see my attorney,” or an attorney.” 
At the station he appears cool and free from undue 
excitement. ie: 

On the day of the homiciae be weighs 114 
pounds; atthe date of his trial, the month of 
April, 1879, he is apparently in 22 1 
health and weighs 126 pounds, and during his con- 
finement in the jril. from July, 1878, to April, 
1870, he increased in weight twelve pounds. There 
is no evidence whatever of the existence of any 
hereditary mental disease in his family, nor, up to 
the time of the bomicide, is there any claim of his 
having any cerebral or nervous disease, nor has he 
since that time exhibited any evidence of such dis-

NO INSANITY THERE. 

Mills shows the witness the Nellie“ letter 
at the conclusion of his long elocutionary exer- 
cise, and asks: 

‘Assuming that statement of facts to be 

true, will you tell the jury, Doctor, whether in 
your opinion as a scientific man, on the 30th day 
of last June, Peter E. Stevens, this defendant, or 
the man referred toin this hypothetical) state- 
ment, was sane or insane!“ | 

Trude objects to the use in the question of 


Stevens’ name, and all that part is subsequently 
stricken out, 

Storrs objects on another score. In New 
York,” he says, tbe Courts hold that tire ques- 
tion of sanity or insanity cannot be addressed 
to awitness. I don't understand that the coun- 
sel, in the course of a speech under the guise of 
a question, is at liberty to assume a hypothetical 
case exactly the contrary of the facts submitted 
tn evidence.“ 

„The witness may be examined on a bypo- 
thetical case, says the Court, or ou the facts 
in the testimony, if be has been present and 
heard all of them. The jury at last are to deter- 
mine whether the hypothetical case is true or 
not, and whether, from all the facts in the case, 
they believe the man sane or insane at the time 


of the killing.“

The witness can’t define it, unless he has a more 
definite idea. After he gives bis definition of 
monomaula,— a condition in which an insane 
person manifests a concentration of intention 
upon certain ideas,’’—the witness says, I don’t 
know of such a thing as partialinsanity. I have 
heard of it, but I do not believe in it.“ 

% Would ‘a perversion of the P 
limited to a single object, or a small number o 
objects, with predominaoce of mental excite- 
ment.’ be a good definition of monomania ”’ 

% No: but that would be evidence of mental 
disturbance. Melancholy is not .insanity: only 
a phenomevon of it.

The witness is then questioned at great length, 
the obiect of which is, as Storrs announces, to 
get him in conflict with the Supreme Court of 
the State, and in this, he says, be succeeds.

At 2 o’clock Dr. Lyman resumes bis place on 
the stand, and is plied with questions by Storrs 
for another hour. The subject of partial 
insanity” is again taken up, the witness hold- 
ing repeatedly that a person may reason savely 
ou one subject and be iusane on others, but that 
such a condition as “partially insanne” is im- 
possibic in the nature of things. 

„Are there not works which recognize the ex- 
istence of partial insanity? ”’ 

„hey recognize that insane persons may be- 
have sanely under certain circumstances. Buta 
person cannot be sane and insane at the same 
time. That is a contradiction of terms.” 

„Are there not cases where monomaniacs are 
not affected with intellectual derangement, but 
their affections or characters are affected?’ 

„No, sir, there are not.“ 

„Are there cases of monomaniacs where the 
persons seek to justify the actual state of their 
sentiments and excuse their strange, extraordi- 
narv conduct!“ 

‘Oh, yes, sir, that is common. There is no 
such thing, however, as partial intellectual 
manta. 

Storrs resorts to the authorities, finds that 
the witness agrees with the doctrine laid down 
by the Supreme Court in the Hopps case, and 
says he is glad to hear that. But the witness 
insists that he cannot modify bis answer in jus- 
tice to the truth, when be said. No person can 
be sane and insane at the same time.“ 

Storrs quotes largely from Mandsley,whom the 
witness admits to be ascientific man, but says 
that the book Storrs is reading from is pot a 
scientific but a popular treatise. Then Storrs 
appeals to some Freuch authors, Esquiral and 
others, nuds that the witness disagrees with 
Belanger, and tells him, “ Well, Doctor, I see 
that you and M. Belanger are in irrepressible 
conflict.” Finally Storrs gets down to the sub- 
ject of hallucination, and the witness says a 
man may suffer from that and not be insane. 

HALLUCINATIONS. 
“Take the case of a man who believes him- 


self the Lord Jesus Curist,“ says Storrs, and 
that is an hallucination, isn’t it!“ 
„That is not an ballucination.

Dr. F. Henrotin is called, and, after the 
hypothetical case is stated to him, he is asked 
the usual question, and says:

On the cross, the witness states that he grad- 
uated eleven years ago, and has been a witness 
in insanity cases about 350 times—325 times for 
the defense—to show that the persons were in- 
sane. I have treated twenty or thirty cases, 
and the position of County Physician, which 1

After Storrs has questioned him as to the ex- 
tent of his reading, the witness says: 

I do not recognize the existence of partial 
— a of monomania, where there is no 
mental impairment. My options are formed 
, from experience as wellas reading. I believe the 
understanding may be perverted in regard to 
one object or a small number of objects, where 
there is predominance of sadness or depression 
of mind, and also of mental excitement. I be- 
lieve there can be a perversion of the under- 
standing in regard to one particular object, but 
in such cases that all the intellectual faculties 
will be more or less disturbed. Where there is 
predominance of sadness and depression of 
mind 1 would class it as melancholia, 
and where . there was a predomi- 
nance of mental excitement, as general 
mania. The disease of the brain which pro- 
duces insanity is chronic. Iusane people some- 
times have freedom of will,—can control their 
will.” 

Isu't the very theory upon which insane 
people are relieved from responsibility for their 
acts that they cannot control their acts?“ 

“Yes. That is the idea upon which people 
are vot held responsible, and yet there are 
many insane people who can control their will, 
and they are punished for breaking the laws 
that are set for them, but are perfectly responsi- 
ble for some of their actions, though they are 
insane ail the time.”’ 

“I don’t know,’ says Storrs in his polite 
way. when I have been so gratified. After 
the statement of that principle, I have nothing 
more to ask.

DR. BROWER. 
Dr. Daniel R. Brower, who is connected with

It seems that the only trouble with that little 
lot of wheat was the matter with the proyerb 
about the grass growing, etc.,—** somewhat 
musty.“ Parties who have been in the grain 
trade here for many years say that there was 
hardly ever“ such another crop as the one of 
1878 for ability to keep without heating, being 
good, sound grain, harvested in dry weather. 

A prominent shipper here reported yesterday 
that there was a fairly active wheat movement 
in Liverpool, though at easier prices. He had 
just sold a cargo of our No. 3 at 7s 75d. 

A sample of wheat stated to have been sold in 
Liverpool as New York No. 2% wab.exhibited 
on Change yesterday. It was barely equal to 
our No, 3. The gevtleman who received the 
sample stated that it sold at 37s 6d; and com- 
puted that on the same day our No. 3 could 
have been laid down there at 35s 6d, and our 
No. 2 at 39s 94. This may be accepted as an in- 
dication of the value of quotations which show 
so much to the disfavor of shipments. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
easy yesterday, though steadier, in grain, while 
provisions were lower. Wheat opened on re- 
port of heavy rains in Kansas the preceding 
evening, with more expected. But one or two 
prominent firms here brought rather freely, and 
that changed the tone. Corn was really weak. 
The leading feature in the specuiative part of 
the market was a pressure to provide for May 
deliveries, which will de due a week from to-mor- 
row, and over 1,000,000 bu were changed early 
from May into June at le difference. The sam- 
ple market for corn was weak under liberal of- 
ferings of lots to arrive, and buyers held off for 
lower prices. The outlook was de- 
cidedly weak, Oats declined ‘4c on futures 
in sympathy with corn, but sample lots were 
not so weak. In provisions we note a continued 
good demand (in a quiet way) for meats to ship 
to Europe and the South; about 1,250,000 Ibs 
were sold for this purpase the previous day by 
one firm. The active outward movement of lard 
is believed to be chiefly speculative. Some 
operators were looking at last year’s minimum 
prices on provisions, and wondering if we shall 
touch them this year. 

There was an active market for staple and 
faney dry goods, and prices were again quoted 
strong, with some lines of cottons held at an 
advance. The grocery market was without no- 
ticeable change. A good general demand ex- 
isted and the feeling among the trade was 
cheerful. Prices were well supported all arouna, 
with coffees, teas, rice, and sugars showing 
firmness. Nochanges were apparent in the dried- 
fruit market. There was a good demand for 
most lines, and previous prices were adhered 
to. Fish were quoted firm for lake cured and 
easy for saltwater descriptidns. The putter 

market was dull and drooping. Cheese also 
was weak and declining, the offerings material- 
ly exceeding the demand. Ip the oj] market 
there was nothing specially new. Trade was 
satisfactory and prices were generally steady. 
Leather remains dull. Coal was inactive and 
weak. 

Lumber was fairly active at the yards at 
previous prices. The cargo offerings were 
small and sold slowly at unchanged figures. 
Few vessels are clearing, owing to the sailors’ 
strike, aud smaller receipts are expected 
after this week.
